LONDON, April 30 (IP)—Marshal 


Nikolai Bulganin, minister of the 
Russian armed forces, tonight said 
he Soviet army must be "con- 
stantly in military preparedness" 
because of the "intrigues of inter- 
national reaction" against the cause 
jf peace.

n the struggle to eliminate the 
consequences of war, in fulfillment 
of the post-war five-year plan and 
considerable improvement has been 
achieved in the material well-being 
of the Soviet people.

"THE NATIONAL economic suc- 


cesses of the Soviet. Union in the 
post-war period have shown the 
world once more Jhe mightyjower 
and indisputable superiority of our 
Soviet social system, of our Soviet 
Socialist economy." 


Then Bulganin declared: 


"Fulfilling the program of 


building Communism, true to 
their policy of peace, the Soviet 
people and their government do 
not forget the intrigues of in-

against our country .and the 
countries of new democracy, 
and \gainst the cause of peace 
throughout the world. 


"In these circumstances the 


Soviet army and Soviet navy, call- 
ed upon to safeguard the security 
of the Soviet people, must be con- 
stantly in military preparedness and 
fulfill with honor their military 
duty to their motherland."

American Republics Pen 
Agreements Forming Bloc 
Under United Nations 


BOGOTA, Colombia, April 


30 (AP)—Delegates of the 21 
American republics 
formally 


approved and signed today a 
series of pacts binding them 
into a solid regional bloc under the 
United Nations. 


The signing ceremony was held 


in the home of Simon Bolivar, 
famed -Sdnth American liberator. 


The charter of the Organiza- 


tlon of American States, giving 
concrete form to American co- 
operation that has existed since 
the Fan-American union was 
organized in Washington in 
1X90, was approved unanimously 
by standing vote. 


The action came at a plenary 


session in the large salon Eliptico 
of the Colombian national capital 
while a large crowd vigorously ap- 
plauded. Several hundred steel- 
helmeted soldiers with fixed bayo- 
nets guarded the chamber.

A Forgotten Holiday 
W 


ITCHES on broomsticks fill American skies 


on Hallowe'en, millions of valentines ex- 


change bands on February 14, and Santa is 
busy for weeks preparing for December 25 But 
the first day of May rates scant attention in 
Pottstown. 


In spite of the American love of holidays, 


-tbe-eolorful celebration of May Day has never 


really gained a foothold here. 
Occasionally 


children can be seen dancing around a May 
pole in parks and playgrounds, and youngsters 
in some rural communities still gather May 
flowers on the first day of May, and leave gay 
little baskets of blossoms and bonbons on the 
doorsteps of friends and neighbors. But as a 
general holiday for adults. May Day means 
little. 


The fact that the Puritans frowned on May 


Day festivities is given by some as the reason 
the day has never been celebrated -with much 
national enthusiasm in the United States. 


*

As Is the -case with most holidays, the 


origin of May Day is more a matter of theory 
than of historical fact. Credit sometimes goes 
to the ancient Druids, probably because of 
their worship of the tree. 


The May pole, or May tree, has long been 


the symbolic center of May Day festivities. But 
students of folk customs feel it's more likely 
that the tradition goes back to the "Moralia," 
Spring festival of the ancient Romans. 


Floralia was celebrated each year from 


April 28 to May 3, in honor of Flora, goddess 
of flowers and Spring. A very gala affair it 
was, with games and street dancing, and floral 
offerings to the goddess. The first boy or girl 
to adorn Flora's altar with a garland of flowers 
was assured of good luck throughout the com- 
ing year. 


During the Roman occupation of Great 


Britain, the festival was probably introduced 
to the English, and evolved into their May 
Day. 


Whatever it's origin, the English May Day 


festival of the Middle ^ges was the jolliest of 
the entire year. The festival has remained 
close to the hearts of the English people, and 
is mentioned often in literature of the land. 
We are told that even King Henry VHI and 
(Queen Catharine "rose on May Day very early, 
and with the lords and ladies of the court 
;went to fetch May or green boughs."

Very strange things take place on May Eve 


to Ireland. If one is brave enough to listen, 
the fairy pipes of the "wee people" can easily 
foe heard. Enchanted cities spring up from 
the sea, and even ODonoghue of Killarney 
leaves his castle under the waters and parades 
on a dazzling white steed, followed by his lords 
and ladies. 


The one rather universal observance of 


May Day in the Pottstown area are the gay 
Spring festivals held everywhere on high 
school grounds. The outdoor celebrations in- 
clude May pole dancing, and a bevy of ladies- 
in-waiting to attend the modern "Queen of 
the May."

Allies Reaching Point 
To Harness Aggression

(AP Foreign Affairs 
Analyst) 


THE WESTERN Allies are rapidly ap- 


proaching the point where they will be 
able to tell Russia definitely that fur- 
ther acts of aggression will mean war. 


Actually, when that time arrives, no 


telling may be necessary. 
The whole 


Allied program is directed toward cre- 
ation of a situation which will be self- 
evident. As Gen. Leslie Groves puts it, 
"To insure the peace we must not only 
be convinced ourselves that we have ade- 
quate strength to insure certain victory, 
but we must be certain that any poten- 
tial enemy is likewise convinced of that 
fact." 


That's why, with the Marshall 


Plan for economic muscle - building 
getting under war, the nations are 
moving swiftly to provide the mil- 
itary insurance. 


Reports from London indicate that, 


at long last, the countries have been 
able to agree on a program for realistic 
use of Germany's resources in the cold 
war. and, for employment of her strategic 
value if' the war should turn from cold 
to hot. 


At the same time they are working 


on plans to pool their military resources 


ist as they have their economic re-

sources. This is not to be a mere al- 
liance, in which the contracting parties 
agree vaguely to aid each other when 
the need arises. 
It is a co-ordinated 


program to see to it that each will pro- 
vide a truly complementary share. Arms 
are to be standardized, quotas set up, and 
interchangeable units trained so that 
they can operate under a unified com- 
mand such as SHAEF provided against 
Hitler.

THE UNITED STATES, for the time 


being, is standing in the background 
while pushing her own rearmament pro- 
gram. The procedure is the same as for 
the Marshall Plan. When Western ^Eur- 
ope has taken its own military inventory 
and decided what it can do for itself, 
then the United States will step in to 
take care of the balance. This is expect- 
ed to consist principally of arms supply.

There is a danger of Babel if too 


many others are involved in settling orig- 
inal organizational problems. And a strong 
if small core actually at work will make 
it easier to handle the Italian peace 
-treaty revisions, especially regarding re- 
armament, which will be necessary in 
her case.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BCNDESEN, HI O. 


FEW of us realize it, but we all hav» 


our own private radio broadcasting sta- 
tions. The brain—station YOU—is con- 
stantly sending out waves of electrical 
energy in very much the same way that 
a broadcasting station transmits sound 
waves. 


Just as your radio set at home can 


pick up broadcasts, so we now have an 
instrument, called the electro-encephalo- 
graph. which can record the waves from 
the human brain and make a tracing 
of thenxt This has been found extremely 
helpful 
in 
establishing 
the 
correct 


diagnosis of certain mental and nervous 
disturbances. Of course, it -requires ex- 
pert knowledge to interpret these tracing* 
after they have been made. 


In making the tracing, the patient 


either lies or sits relaxed, with the eyes 
closed. Drowsiness must be avoided since 
sleep produces changes in the waves 
which may be difficult to distinguish, 
from those produced by abnormal condi- 
tions. 


The patient should breathe briskly 


and deeply for about three minutes, since 
this will help to- bring out any abnormal- 
ities m the brain waves. However, the us« 
of such drugs as sedatives or quieting 
preparations may mask abnormal waves. 


It has been found that abnormal waves 


will occur in about nine out of ten per- 
sons who are suffering from epilepsy, a 
condition in which there is loss of con- 
sciousness, sometimes accompanied by 
convulsions or spasms. 


It has a]=^ been noted that the parent* 


or near relatives of epileptics frequently 
ha\e abnormal brain waves 
For this 


reason it has been suggested that patients 
with such abnormal brain waves may well 
avoid having children. 


Attacks of epilepsy may also be dif- 


ferentiated from hysteria by means of the 
brain 'wa-.e* In hysteria, a condition in 
which there is a variety of symptoms 
caused by mental strain, abnormal waves 
do not occur. In narcolep'-y. however a 
condition in which the patient suffers 
from excessive sleepiness, the brain waves 
are abnormal. 


Now and then migraine headache* way 


be due to changes an the brain Trhirh can 
be detected by electncal tracing of the 
brain waves It is also possible to de- 
termine, in some cases, just where a 
tumor growth in the brain is located by 
means 
of 'the electro-encephalograph. 


Changes in personality may follow braia 
inflammation, and in chorea or St Vital 
Dance disturbances of the electrical waves 
from the brain occur. Electro-encephalo- 
CTflp'ny mav also be helpful in making 
such diagnoses.

BERLIN, April 30 (/P) — British 


and American 
officials expressed 


belief tonight that the Russians 
were about ready to talk over the 
traffic restrictions they clamped on

with the Russians. 


An interview with Major Gen.

sion, however. 


Kwaschin 
said the measures 


introduced by the Russians 
had 


proved useful and "do not have to 
be revised."

THE BRITISH LIFTED the sus- 


pension of normal barge traffic on 
inland waterways from their zone 
into the Soviet zone today after a 
stoppage of about two weeks. They 
disclosed that the Russians had 
been permitting barges to enter the 
Soviet zone without the new docu- 
ments they previously had been 
insisting upon. 
The barges carry 


much food and supplies to Berlin, 
as well as to the Soviet zone and 
Czechoslovakia. 


The Russian consented to hold 


a conference for purposes of 
clarifying their traffic restric- 
tions soon after they were im- 
posed on April 1. The western 
powers were never able, how- 
ever, to pin them down to a 
place and time for the discus- 
sions. 


Today British and American of- 


ficials were reluctant to discuss the 
situation, but one American source 
expressed the view that the Rus- 
sians were now ready to approach 
the talks in a "conciliatory man- 
ner." 
It was believed the Russians 


would try to keep such talks on a 
Russian - British - American level, 
however.

whether Britain and the United 
States -would consent to the exclu- 
sion of Prance.

Five 'Little Red Schoolhouses' to Be Sold 
At Auction in New Hanover Township 


Sentimental 
upholders 
of 
the 


"little red schoolhouse" will vie with 
unsentimental seekers of any house, 
rod or otherwise, when five one- 
room schoolhouses in Upper Han- 
over township go on the auction 
block May 5. 


The five to be auctioned were 


abandoned because of lack of 
pupils, and are complete with 
initial-carved desks', wood-burn- 
ing, pot-bellied stoves, three old 
organs and one school bell that 
sounded for its first students in 
1857. 


Although the school buildings 


average 70 years of age and have no 
improvements but an artesian well, 
a number of home seekers will be 
submitting bids to the auctioneer, 
declared Wallace M. Keely, Norris- 
town, solicitor for the township 
school district. 


Already he has received an "un- 


usual number" of queries about the
